1. Power off the computer and unplug all the cables.

3. Slide the unit into the drive bay until its front is flush with the case's front panel, and 
secure it in place with the mounting screws supplied with the unit. 

4. Connect one end of the internal power cable (supplied with the hub) to the hub and 
the other end to your computer's power supply. 

5. Plug the B end of the USB cable (supplied with the unit) to the hub's internal 
USB port. 

6. Remove one of the rear plates from your computer case. Bringing the USB cable 
through the opening, connect the cable to th USB A port located on the outside of the 
computer case. 

7. Replace the computer case and power on the computer. 

8. You can now connect USB devices to the hub.
